HIngsldo, Oriental Park Track, 
Havana, ("nlia, April .'p .less Wll- 
lard, the Kansas cowboy, is the new 
heavyweight champion of the world. 
He brought bank the title to the 
wbito race to-day when he knocked 
out Jack Johnson, the negro. In the 
twenty-sixth round. More than 17,- 
000 per.sons saw Joluison go down 
to defeat from a terrlffic right swing 
to the Jaw which Stretched him out 
for the count. 

Johnson had (Ought a confident 
battle up to the fifteenth round, his 
famous "golden smile" playing upon 
the spectators during the clinches. 
Then he began to tire. Ilut to tlie 
spectators it seemed that Willard 
also grew listless. In the twenty- 
sixth round Johnson was slow In re- 
sponding to the bell and Referee 
Welch had to warn him sharply.' 

For seventeen rounds Johnson 
seemed to lie complete master of tlip 
contest, liis generalship and his re- 
markable strength standing him In 
excellent stead. The old master had 
no difficulty in dodging the wild 
swings of the white man. He fought 
craftily to save his strength. 

In the twenty-second round It 
seemed his vitality left him because 
of the hard pace which he carried 
throughout the early rounds. * 

Then the giant plainsman opened 
his heaviest attack and in the next 
few rounds carried the. fight away 
from the black man and toppled him 
over with rights and lefts to the 
body and blows to the face. 

W'lien Johnson crumpled up on 
the floor from a fierce right swing 
to the Jaw, the crowd burst Into the 
ring. Soldiers cleared the ring. 

Johnson took the r^Oroa's count 
while laying on the ropes, but the 
moment after Referee Welsh had 
given the decision the former 
champion got to his feet In time to 
escape the Wild rush at exdtsd speC' 
tators. 

Wlien Johnson, tlie black man, 
went down before Willard, the white 
man, the vanquished heavyweight 
w as Just thirty-seven years and five 
days old, the same age as Bob Flts- 
slmmons when ha loot the haavy' 
weight title. 

WlUard is iil)out ten years young 
er than Johnson, and thus the old 
adage of the ring Is Justilled: 

"Youth will be served." 

Johnsmi knew that tha end was 
near before the knockout came. At 
the end of the twenty-fourth round 
he sent word to hlf Wife, who was 
seated at the ringside,- that he was 
Very tired and wanted her to leave 
the arena. This was Johnson's 
warning to his wife that he expect- 
ed to lose. She acted upon it. and 
left tho arena durtac tho twenty- 
fifth round. 

Johnson arrived at the track at 
12:25, but did not appear until la- 
ter. His wife came to tlie ringside 
accompanied by Tom Flanagan. Who 
was acting for Johnson. 

At half past twelve Junior Jltn 
Mace exhibited Johnson's receipt for 
129.000. the balaneo duo him oo ths 
purse, and the ma—fg of tkoao pa- 
pers was explslnsd to the Cfowd In 
Spanish and English.

2 It; sheep, 72S swine 
and one goat, a grand total of 2..*>i)6 
animals in Kentucky, were Infected, 
according to reports made up to 
February 28. 

The cost in money of the develop- 
ment of the disease in Kentucky 
reaclieil a total of JloT.nln. one- 
half ol wliicli, or .".II.".. was Imnie 
by the Federal (ioverunieut and the 
other half la to ho borne by the 
State. 

Of this, the Federal Government 
paid for animals slaughtered, 837,- 
9.51, for the burial of slaughtered 
animals, 8930.89,'for property nec- 
e.ssarlly destroyed, $383.83, for dis- 
infection and misi ellaiieoiis espeiis- 
es, $2.S2!i.ii4. In each instance, as 
pointed out, the State Will have to 
pay a similar sum. 

To Indiana claimants the Federal 
Government paid as follows:

one hundred lives. 

The Chancellor, In his letter, said: 
"We are tiehtine Cerniany. A.istria 
and drink, anil so far as I can see 
the greatest of these iliree deadly 
foes Is drink," and added that he 
had a growing conviction that only 
the severeet method wo«M be of 
avail in dealing with the evIL 

T!i- fnii>loyprB are liacking "hat 
Mr. I.loyd-(!eorge terms "root and 
branch action." even to the extent 
of promising to seal their own wine 
cellars and to prohibit the use of in- 
toxicants at their clubs, vUle labor 
leaders are equally anzimMrior the 
institution of some iHvhlbltory 
measure. 

In their appeal to the Chajicellor, 
the m«mbers of the deputation of 
the Shiplniilding Kmployers' F-der- 
atlon were unanimous in urging that. 
In order to meet the national re- 
quirements at the present 'ii»e. 
there should be toUl M'^ibition 
during the period of the war of the 
sale of tntoxicating liquors. This 
should apply not only to public 
houses, but also lo private clubs, so 
as to operated eciually with all 
classes of the community. 

it was stated that despite the 
fact that work waa being cavMed on 
night and day seven day/ in the 
week, the total workinc time on the 
average in nearly all the British 
shipyards was adually less ihan be- 
fore the war and the average pro- 
ductiveness had decreased, and that 
while many men are doing splendid 
and strenuous work, probably as 
good as the men In the trenches, 
many do not even approximate full 
time, thus disastrovsly reduclns the 
average. 

Notwithstanding the curtailment 
of the hours they are allowed to 
keep open, the receipts of the pub- 
lic houses In the neighborhood of 
the shipyards had greatly increased, 
in some cases 40 per cent.

In one yard tlie rivel. rs liave 
been workltiK on the average only 
forty hours a week, and in another 
only thlrty-dx honrs. In conclusion

tion lo the example ict I v France 
and Russia and urged upon the 
Chaaeellor the need of draMlc ac- 
Uoa.

Ofore taken n;ore /drastic ae- 
on the liquor question was be- 
lt needed to be assured that It 
was not going adverse lo public sen- 
liment; otherwise more harm would 
be done than good. The (ovem- 
ment mast feel tlMt it had every 
alaaa ta the oonunnnlty behind U 
when taking action which Interfer- 
ed severely with Individual liberties 
But now he was .sure that the coun- 
try was beginning to realise the 
gravity of the situation. 

"I have a growing conviction, 
based on aecumnlating evidence. " 
continued the Chancellor, "that 
nolhlac bnt rook tmt bmaek meth- 
ode woaM be of the slightest avail 
in dealing with the evil i believe 
It Is the general feeling tliat if we 
are to settle Oerman militarism we 
must flrst of all settle with the 
drink." 

Mr. Lloyd-George intimated that

which has never been heard of since 
the start of hostilities, stands with- 
out a parallel. It waa more, than a 
year ago that the Straaaharg. a light, 
fast craiaer of the aame type as the 
Karlsruhe and a year older than 

that yessel. went to Seiiitb Atlantic 
wal('r:<. in coniiiiaiiil ol' Hear Admi- 
ral Keiiber I'aseliwilz. 

The Admiral and his onicer» were 
entertained* at Bueos Aires, March 
6, 1914. LaUr the veaael went to 
Montevideo, then neamad to Weet 
ladton watera, where it waa during 
part of the Mexican trouble. 

Just previous to the rleclaration 
of war the RtrassbnrK entireel Ibe 
port of St. Thomas. Ihiiiisii We sI In- 
dies, and began to coal. On August 
2 it was known to be still In that 
port. But from that time to this 
not a Word haa been heard ot It. It» 
consorta at that time were the KarU- 
ruhe and the Dresden. 

It is he'lie ve el now that the case of 
the Sirasslinrg is one of those iiiys- 
leries of the sea that may never be 
solved until the day when "the sea 
gives up its dead." If the cruiser 
had been sunk by British vessels, 
the fact aurely would haya been 
made known, for It haa not been 
the policy of the Britiah Admiralty 
to conceal any of the successes It 
has gained on the water. 

What has happened to the Strass- 
burg? Did it flee before stronger 
forces until, far from the paths of 
ocean traffic. It shook off purautt, 
only to Had Ita hnakera enpty and 
drift a halplaaa hulk until oree- 
whelmed by a storm? One objection 
to this theory Is that It was e(|uiii- 
ped with wire>less anil could call for 
lielp, but use' of tlic wire-less would 
bring down swift pursuit from the 
Uritisli and French ve».sels. Or Is it 
safe in some sheltered nook on the 
South American Coaat, held la re- 
serve la the myateriotu feayen that 
the war yeeaela of the Katoer must 
have somewhere along the South At- 
lantic until the commander thinks 
the time is rlpa for a daah to the 
open sea? 

Another theory, that at the start 
of the war the Straaaburg made its 
way aoroaa tha Atlaatte to a home 
port, U dtoeounted by tka tact t|iat 
ita mluion waa that of eommerce 
deatroyer and there Is no reason to 
believe that it alone of the gallant 
little' ile'iiiian cruisers that have per- 
formed such wemelerful feats should 
have turned tall and run for home. 

Caught In the West Indian hurri- 
cane, without coal aappiy. tha plight 
of the vaaaal of tha type of the 
Straaaburg would ladeed be aerlous. 
Perhaps, battered by wind and sea, 
and driven, hopeless, through unfre- 
quented paths, the little cruiser lias 
gone to Join the company of dead 
ships In the Saragossa Sea, whose 
clinging, gripping tentaclea ot ma- 
rine growtha may already ha en- 
twining thenui^yea OTar the ateelj 
aidea and eoTeriag the muaalea of 
the long four-Inch ntaa with Ita all- 
my vegetation.

This was the tirst 
time any Governor had ever Issued 
sneh a proclamation. In this proc- 
lamation the Governor said. "The 
supreme need In Kentucky to-day Is 
that the forces which make for 
rtiarai ter and cbriBtianity shall con- 
trol the forci'S \vhi( h make for intd- 
llKfiici' and patriotism, and one of 
the greatest forces which make for 
character and Christianity is the 
Sunday School." He then urged all 
Ksntnckians and visitors In the 
State to attend the Sunday Schools 
in the church of their choice on that 
day that they miKht Rive encourage- 
ment and honor to lho»e who teach 
in these schools, that they might seo 
the work that is bein( done and 
that they might In this service wor- 
ship their God. 

President Wilson also sent a tel- 
egram to the association endorsing 
the movement, saying In part. "The 
Sunda.\ School U-sson of to-day Is 
the code of morals of to-morrow." 

Kvcry county in Kentucky was 
orKanizi'd in tiiis work and l.TdO 
voluntary workers took part Iti vis- 
iting Sunday Schools and the larg- 
est enthusiasm developed every- 
where. 

Many cities and towns made com- 
plete visitation of all peoiMe in the 
towns and country round about. 
Manners weri' placed across streets. 
Parades were held. Special invita- 
tions given to every home. Inter- 
esting programs were prepared for 
the occasion, the Kentucky Sunday 
School Association prepared and Is- 
sued to all Sunday Schools an order 
or service. Many Sunday Sdiools 
used automobiles, buKKies and all 
kinds of velii( |..s on that <lay in 
gettiUK people to llie hcrvlccs. The 
result was that the number who at- 
tended the Sunday Schooia that day 
e i ceeded 600,000 white people and 
over SS.OOO colored people.

The Russians on enteriB#^iiie vil- 
loEe found 72i» bodies, mostty nak- 
ed and mutilated The recovrrv of 
bodies from wells, pools and ditrbes 
and their burial kept 80» busy 
for three daya. 

The walling of women tafiiisltied 
the horror of the ecene. Surviving 
widows who were able to Identify 
the bodies of their husbands insist- 
ed upon dIeuinK Rravea and bnrying 
till- ImkHcs. .Some of the victims 
had been shot. In other cases they 
were bound to ladders and Mheir 
heads, protruding through, were 
backed off. Eyes were goafad out 
and limbs chopped off. 

A general massacre of th* 10.000 
or ir,,(H)n Christians remaining In 
I'ruminli is ixpected, unless It 
should lie averted by ordVlp f'om 
Constantinople. 

Verbal messages from rrumiah 
Confirm earlier reports that more 
than 800 persons already have been 
killed in that neighborhood, and 
that more than 8,000 have died of 
disease. These messagea alao con- 
firm tlie ri-ports of the maltreatment 
of the Rev. Vtr. K. T. Allen, an

That Is to say, the gen- 
eral death rat<' rrise a little, uliile 
the rate from tuberculosis fell in-r- 
ceptibly In the same period. Tuber- 
culoala is the dlseaae wUeh. has at- 
tracted the grea t sat amauai «l<#iri>- 
llc attentloB, aad the om* agalnat 
which praventlve measures have 
been most vigorous of late years. 
The people understand the ilauKer, 
know somethinj; about how to avoid 
it, and are treatiiiR the pn ventlon 
of tiie disease as a public problem. 
The figures which the Census Bu- 
reau glv^ are evidence that they ara 
succeeding and It should give new 
oourage to the fight not only against 
tuberculosis, but afalnst prevanta- 
iiii' disease of all kinds. — [St. Louis 
iiepublic.
